Mobile Home 
Blaze Injures 
John Simmons 

PLACENTIA — An explosion 
shattered the peaceful 
neighborhood surrounding the 
John Simmons home on North 
Jefferson, and injured the Placentia 
fireman in its wake Tuesday night.
